Gentlemen, 


I present  herewith  my  Report  for  tho  Yoar  19^9. 

A year  ago  I mentioned  at  the  oommenoement  of  my  report  tho  f aot  that  the 
National  Health  Sorvioe  Aot,  tho  National  Health  Insuranoe  Aot,  and  tho  National 
Assistance  Aot,  had  oome  into  operation  during  the  year,  19^9  was,  therefore,  tho 
firs*-  full  year  in  which  the  Aots  had  operated, 

I refer  again  to  one  or  two  of  tho  matters  mentioned  a year  ago. 

The  Ar.bul  jaoe_  Ser vioo , which  in  this  area  has  operated  from  its  original 
station,  has,  I think,  provided  an  exoollont  3ervioe, 

work  cf  Diphtheria  Immunisation  still  goes  on  although  I am  not  in  a 
position  tc  give  oay  figures  as  we  do  not  receive  the  notifications  nor  provide 
th:  remuneration  to  the  general  praotitioners  for  work  done. 

The  Pores tic  Help  S or  v loo  which  was  originally  operated  by  thi3  Counoil 
V "H''  ; ' a ’ ..  ' 1 . t ,-r  Tc;;  H down,  is  now  operating  again 

ir.  the  arr-a.  The  soheme  was  previously  discontinued  because  there  were 
insufficient  cHLls  to  justify  it  and  it  is  hopod  that  this  time  the  scheme  will 
flourish.

SOATENGTUGj 


The  whole  of  the  scavenging  in  the  area  is  done  by  direct  labour,.  Ton 
rs  ago  the  whole  of  the  work  was  done  by  contract.  Some  Contractors  were  most 

job,  other©  were  not  and  the  result  was  that  tho  work 
was  patohy.  With  the  present  method  tho  servioe  is  moro  uniform. 

ts  of  both  wet  and  dry  scavenging  and  until  the  numbers  of 
pail  olosots  and  privy  middens  are  roduoed  to  places  so  isolated  that  sowers  aro 
never  11'.  -iy  to  r .eh  them.,  this  part  of  tho  scavenging  will  oontinuo  to  interfere 
with  the  i"  ularity  of  the  oollcotion  of  dry  rofuso. 

Largo  quantities  of  nightsoil  result  from  those  collections  and  it  is 
disposod  of  by  filtering  through  straw,  lagooming,  and  mixing  with  ashes,  dust, 
etc , , for  vlti’-'-.to  use  on  tie  land.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  major  sower  ago 

the  works  will  bo  capable  of  doaling  with  this  substance 
when  discharged  into  the  sowers  at  suitable  places, 

ivping  cf  refuse  is  oorried  out  in  several  places,  Tho  control  of  tips 
ry  difficult  and  unauthorised  persons  frequently  dispose  multifarious  wastes 
ho  tips,  mostly  to  our  inconvenience,  and  fires  have  also  caused  some  oonoem 
but  have  boon  kept  under  oontrol.
